March Logistics: 




March will begin at 16 May at 1030 at the NCAE Center at 700 S. Salisbury St. 
and proceed down the sidewalk of Fayetteville Street, across the Capitol Grounds 
(sidewalks only), down Bicentennial Plaza and then to the Legislative 
Buildings. 

- On the sidewalks, the permit requires that a lane remain open for other 
pedestrians closer to the buildings and that participants are as close to the street 
as possible without being in the street. 

- Given the expected size of the crowd, Raleigh Police may split groups of 100 to 
get across the streets. 

General Assembly Logistics: 

House and Senate sessions begin at 1200. Educators and community supporters 
will gather in the galleries, the third floor rotunda, the second floor rotunda, and other 
areas to greet lawmakers as they enter the chambers for session. 

- General Assembly rules state that participants cannot be disruptive and cannot 
impede the movement of others in the building. 

There will be metal detectors upon entering. This will cut down the number of 
entry points significantly. Given the expected size of participants, there will be 
significant waiting and increase the chance that some will not be in the building 
by noon. 

Rally Logistics: 

The rally begins at 1530 . Participants will start convening in Bicentennial Plaza 
Mall (in front of Legislative Building) beginning around 

- 3 p.m. Expect a maximum crowd at 3:30 p.m. 

- Participants will begin setting up staging around 1 p.m.
